The Thirty-Third session of the Little Rock Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South was held in the Methodist church in Hot Springs, Ark., 
beginning at 9 a.m., December 8, and closing at 4 p.m., Dec. 13, 1886.

REPORTS. 



REPORT No. I OF THE BO.\RD OF EDUCATION. 

We rejoice to report advancement among our people on the subject of Christian 
education. In proportion as the preachers are faithful in presenting the subject as 
the Discipline requires, is there progress. No education is wholesome which does 
not develop the moral as well as the mental faculties. We believe that the Bible 
should be used in our public schools, and the preachers should so teach our people. 

Prof. Hoss represents Vanderbilt University to be more prosperous than ever 
before. There are about six hundred matriculates. The Biblical department has 
increased about 50 per cent. 

We are instructed to say that young preachers who are sufficiently advanced to 
enter the Biblical department can receive help from the sustentation fund. Provision 
has also been made by which those who cannot enter this department may receive 
help. 

We recognize in the Vanderbilt the grandest school in the south. Her profes- 
sors are for the most part young, but ripe in scholarship and experience. Her en- 
dowment and other funds place her in position to furnish the most superior univer- 
sity education. 

Resolved, That we fully indorse the general management of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, and that we will take pleasure in recommending its advantages for furnishitig 
Christian education. 
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REPORT No. 2. 

We have had before us the report of the trustees of Bingen Institute, which we 
have carefully examined. The school has accomplished good. It is thought advis- 
able to retain our connection with it. We do not find an available man to place in 
the school, and recommend that the place be supplied by the Presiding Elder and 
Board of Trustees. 

Central Collegiate Institute was represented by President Burrow and Rev. V. 
V. Harlan, agent. We incorporate a part of the annual report of the Board of 
Trustees, to-wit: 

“We call your attention to a few needs of the school which can be met without 
any trouble or expense to hurt any one : 

“I. An increased patronage, w'hich is absolutely necessary to meet the salaries 
of teachers already engaged. 

“2. We would respectfully call your attention to the claims of those young men 
who are preparing for the active ministiy. There is an expressed desire for a special 
course in divinity, and we will add that it would be of great benefit to those young 
men, and better enable them to serve the church when the school course is ended. 
The young men are ready to organize, and an efficient teacher, a Vanderbilt theologue 
of several years experience, who will give to the class four to six hours per week, at 
a nominal cost of one dollar per month for each student. W^e would suggest that 
the pastoral charges from w'hich the young men come, be requested to furnish $io 
for lectures and $5 for books, the books to be left with the department to constitute a 
libraiy for divinity students who may seek the advantages of this department in the 
future. 

“We believe that the preachers by a little effort might secure a large number of 
valuable books to constitute at least a nucleus for a large library to supply supple- 
mentary readings for the school. This can be done by soliciting donations from those 
who are able and willing, waiting only for an opportunity. 

“And we finally call your attention to the importance of unifying and solidifying 
our church-school interests. This can be done only by a board of commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Bishop from each of the thi'ee Conferences of the state, who shall 
have authority to devise the plan and report at our next session for action final. 

“A commission of three members from each conference board would be suffi- 
cient. But before such commission could be formed White River Conference should 
be induced to join us in our school enterprises. 

“The report of the agent gives the following showing up to date :

“In addition to the above w^e have in unpaid subscriptions about $6000. The 
total cash and subscription collections for the past year are a little over $5000. There 
is a balance due on the pui'chase money of $8798.38, and of this amount about 
$6000 is provided for in subscription, leaving about $2798.38 unprovided for.” 

Whereas, The progress already made by this institution, gives strong assurance 
of ultimate success ; and realizing the necessity of such an institution, therefore 

Rciolved, That we wdll use our utmost endeavors to increase the patronage of 
Central Collegiate Institute. 

Resolved, That we accept the wise plan of the Board of Trustees, contained in 
their report, by which a lil)rary can be established. 

Resolved, That educational mass-meetings be held during the coming year at 
convenient times and places for inspiring our people to greater zeal in our educational 
enterprises. 

Resolved, That we fully indorse the management of this institution, and that w'^e 
will heartily co-operate with Rev. V. V. Harlan in the financial plans which he and 
the Board of Trustees shall inaugurate. 

Resolved, That w-e appoint Rev. A. Hunter, J. R. Mooi*e, H. W. Brooks, J, J. 
Jeokins and R. N. Ross as our representatives on the Board of Trustees of Central 
Collegiate Institute. 
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Resolved, That, in order to unify and centralize our influence in establishing a 
worthy school, we ask the White River Conference to join us in the enterprise, and 
that Dr. A. Hunter represent us before said Conference.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

ABSTRACT OF REPORT No. i. 

The quadrennial report of our Publishing House to the General Conference ap- 
pears to have been prepared with great care and honesty. 

The assets of the house expanded 42 per cent, during the quadrennium. The 
debt was retired 64 per cent. The circulation of the Advocate increased 53 per cent, 
and the Sunday-school periodicals 52 per cent. These achievements justify the ex- 
pectation of the entire deliverance of the Publishing House from all embarrassment 
at an early day. 

We invite special attention to the enterprise of C. C. Godden & Co , Little 
Rock, who carry our publications at Nashville prices, and offer to the preachers and 
other dealers the same discounts as the Nashville house. By patronizing this house 
we make a great saving in freight and express charges, thus making it to our ad- 
vantage, and no detriment will accrue to the Publishing House. Let us rally to it, 
and build up a most potent factor for good. 

The Nashville Advocate, Sunday-school periodicals and Reviezv are all that 
could reasonably be expected, and the Committee hope their circulation and the 
spread of our more substantial publications will be pressed by all the agencies of the 
church. 

REPORT No. 2. 

Your Committee has had under careful and prayerful consideration the commu- 
nication from A. R. Winfield & Co., pertaining to the Arkansas Methodist. The 
sentiment of the Committee is, that, as a Conference, we cannot afford to dispense 
with the paper, and that we must encourage it with our active sympathy, labor and 
material support. In the main, we are highly pleased with the paper, as an active, 
newsy, live, broad and courageous paper, greatly aiding the church and preachers in 
ail branches of their work; in fact, an indispensable part of our ecclesiastical 
machinery. 

Your Committee fears the experiment, indicated in the communication, of 
raising the price of the paper to $2 per annum for subscriptions not paid strictly in 
advance. 

We offer the following resolutions for your adoption : 

1. That we continue the Arkansas Methodist as the official organ of the Little 
Rock Conference. 

2. That we request the Presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. A. R. Winfield, D. 
D., as the editor of the Arkansas Methodist. 

3. That we appoint Revs. A. Hunter, H. Jewell and A. D. Jenkins, a Pub- 
lishing Committee, to act in concert with similar committees of other patronizing 
conferences, in the publication of the Arkansas Methodist. 

4. That we fully indorse the course and position of the Arkansas Methodist

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With profound gratitude to the great Giver of every good and perfect gift, we 
make mention of the large measure of success that has been achieved by temper- 
ance workers. Within the last two years the increase, numerically, in the State of 
Arkansas, has been cheering in a marked degree, having attained to a net increase 
at the ballot-box, of about 25,000. 

But that of which we, as lovers of our home institutions, the purity of the 
church, and the dignity and integrity of the State, have chief cause to indulge thank- 
fulness is the startling revolution of public sentiment, that today wells up like a tidal 
wave that threatens to sweep all opposition before it. All creeds and colors, and 
almost all classes, are stepping into line boldly, showing a willingness, and in many 
instances an eagerness, for the contest. 

So that we are persuaded by the very many strong facts that seem to indicate a. 
sentiment so universal and healthy, that the time is near at hand for us to guard our 
interests, if possible, by a constitutional amendment, submitting this question of such 
exceeding moment to the popular vote, lest Arkansas become the receptacle of large 
numbers of the lowest grade of men and women, debauched by the whisky traffic,, 
driven by our sister states from their borders by wholesome legislation, that we may 
be fatally slow in adopting. 

A glorious era seems to be dawning upon us. The clouds, the accumulations 
of centuries, appear to be rifting, and the morning light of cheer and hope is 
breaking. 

And we feel that having marched in the van in the thickest of the fight, that for 
no consideration should we, at this hour of victory, be placed in the rear, nor for a 
moment rest upon the laurels gained, but aggressively push the fight to the very 
gates of the enemy, until the strong heel of temperance grinds upon the already 
bruised neck of the chief agent of the emissary of hell. 

Resolved, That intemperance is the great national evil of today. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of each pastor in the Little Rock Conference 
to preach to each of his congregations specially upon this subject, during the present 
Conference year. 

Resolved, That this Conference request the enactment by the Legislature of the 
State of Arkansas of such laws as will effectually prevent and sever the “jug line,”^ 
by which many prohibition districts are now being outraged.

MISSIONS. 



REPORT No. I. 

The Board of Missions have had under careful consideration the communication 
of the Secretary’ of the Parent Board, Dr. I. G. John. 

They feel that a great necessity is upon the Church. The work in the fields the 
Master has opened to us is arrested for the want of means to prosecute it. Your 
Board feel that the agencies the Church has provided for the dissemination of infor- 
mation and for enlarging the collections are admii'ably adapted to those ends if we 
will only employ them. 

\ our Board, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 

RESOLUTIONS: 

1. It is the sense of this Conference that it is importmt to hold missionaiy 
anniversaries in each Presiding Elder’s district, as provided for in Art. 13 of our 
Missionaiy Constitution, and that these anniversaries be held in connection with the 
District Conference, and that the Presiding Elders shall provide for them. 

2. \Ve call attenti m to the missionary mass-meetings projected at the last meet- 
ing of the Parent Boar**. We recommend that these meetings be held whenever 
practicable in the leading centers of our conference territoiy, and at our camp meet- 
ings. The Bishops and other members of the Parent Board have pledged their cor- 
dial co-operation in this movement. 
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3. Your Board recommend that our preachers make persistent effort to circulate 
the Advocate of Missions^ especially among the families of our own people. Its 
columns will be filled with information concerning our own mission fields, and also 
what other churches are doing for the spread of the Gospel. 

4. Inasmuch as Art. 4 of our Missionaiy Constitution places the Sunday-school 
among the agencies to be enlisted in our mission work, your Board suggests that the 
attention of both pastors and Sunday-school workers be called to this fact. Each 
Sunday-school should be a part of our missionary organization.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE JOURNALS. 

Your Committee on District Conference Journals have had before them the 
records of all the Districts in the Conference except the Pine Bluft District, and have 
given them examination with the following results: 

1. The Little Rock District Journal is a model of neatness, elegant penman- 
ship, lucid arrangement and correctness in every particular, and a good book. It is 
a perfect work. 

2. T'he Arkadelphia District Journal is the best book in the lot, and a most 
excellent and perfect record. It is another perfect work. 

3. The Camden District Journal is a beautifully written work, and gives a 

very clear and full account of all the proceedings of the Conference, and in a 
fairly good book. We note the following defects, and recommend greater care at 
these points, viz: i. There are no marginal references or indexing, but the sub- 

jects and business that should have been itemized and indexed on the margin are all 
incorporated in the body of the record, and there is not sufficient spacing observed 
between the different subjects and items of business. 2. Several errors in spelling 
and a few grammatical mistakes are found. The singular form of the verb is some- 
times used when the plural is in demand. Until is invariably spelled with two J’s. 
T is often used in spelling extension instead of s, and other similar inaccuracies. 
The scribe of this record rarely dots an i or crosses a /. It can hardly be necessary 
to transcribe the roll of membership at the re-assembling of the Conference, after 
being organized and in session as is done in this recoixl on page 181. With attention 
to these and similar points the record may be much improved. 

4. Washington District Journal: This is a common, old day-book, much 

worn. The penmanship is fairly good, and the record quite full and comprehensive. 
We suggest closer attention to orthography, as we note some twenty ermrs. The 
word business is invariably misspelled. Another objectionable feature is that no 
margin is observed, but the entire page is covered with the record of the proceedings, 
which makes it difficult for reference. There is not sufficient spacing observed in the 
body of the record, and the minutes are not properly signed by the President of the 
Conference. 

5. Monticello District Journal is kept on common letter paper, pasted in the back 
of the District Conference Record Book, issued from our Publishing House, and is, 
therefore, objectionable at this point. The penmanship is ordinarily neat and legible, 
with proper marginal indexing, and would be a good record but for the fact noted 
above, and the record is not properly signed by the President. 

We recommend the adoption of the following 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1 . That all our District Conferences be requested to see that their Secretaries 
procure good and substantial books for their records, either those prepared by our 
Publishing House or better ones, and that they instruct their Secretaries to record the 
minutes in no other kind. 

2. That the Secretary of this Annual Conference be requested to see that each 

District Conference shall have a copy of this report and of these resolutions by their 
next session. L* KEITH, Chairtnan. 
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BIBLE CAUSE. 

By examining the Seventieth Annual Report of the American Bible Society, we 
see that Arkansas stands next to New York in the number of churches taking and 
reporting collections for this purpose, and also in the amount contributed in this way. 

We further see that the M. E. Church, South, exceeds all her sister denomina- 
tions in the state, contributing about one-half of all given in this way. 

And the Little Rock Conference gives a little more than seventy-four per cent, 
of the whole amount contributed by our church in the state. Arkansas has seventy- 
one auxiliaiy societies, and only ten states in the Union have a greater number. 
They are, Michigan 72. Kentucky 79, Minnesota 80, Wisconsin 90, New York 97, 
Georgia 104, Texas 122, Illinois 127, Iowa 153, Ohio 161. 

Our Conference is credited with $219.69 contributed during the year ended 
March 31, 1886. This is almost nothing in comparison with what we ought to do. 
We have eighty-two pastoral charges. If each would give $5 it would nearly double 
the collection. Our minutes last year showed 18,257 members. Two cents per 
member would amount to $364.18, and five cents each would raise the handsome 
sum of $912.25. Surely if we cannot reach the greater of these two sums, we should 
not fall below the lesser. 

We submit the following 

RESOLUTIONS : 

1. That each pastor will take his collection in Januaiy or early in Februaiy 
next, and will immediately forward it to the agent at Little Rock, so that he can re- 
port it in time to be embodied in the next annual report of the American Bible 
Society. ' 

2. That we will report carefully the amounts collected by us, to the Statistical 
Secretaiy of the next Annual Conference.
